The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lt. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair.

Motions. 


On motion of Mr. Merrimon, Hon. 
Thos. J. Jarvis, the former Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, was 
invited to a seat in the Senate, and 
escorted to the body of the House by 
Messrs. Merrimon, Dunham and 
Troy. 

On motion of Mr. Price, the bill 
concerning the election of judical 
officers, was made the special order 
for Friday next at 12 o’elock. 

Special Order. 

At 114 o’clock the bill to make 
uniform the rate of interest in the 
State, was taken up, read and consi- 
dered. The provisions of the bill, 
and amendment proposed by the 
Committee, is to equalize the rate of 
interest between banks and _ private 
individuals to 8 per cent. 

Mr. Merrimon argued in favor of 
the original bi!l, which is strictly a 
usury law, without modification. 

Mr. Morehead, of Rockingham, op- 
posed the bill. 

Messrs. Norwood, Humprey, More- 
head,of Guilford, and King, discussed 
the bill and amendments at conside- 
rable length. 

The bill and amendments passed 
its final readin. (As we propose to 
publish the bill in full, the provisions 
of the amendmentsare intentionably 
not mentioned in this report.)

DISCHARGED CONVICTS THE 
PeNITENTIARY.—The depredations 
of discharged convicts from the Pen- 
itentiary isa grievous burden upon 
this community. Nearly one-half of 
the 26 inmates now in the Peniten- 
tiary from this county are individuals 
who had previously served a term 
therein, and many of them re-sen- 
tenced originally hailed from other 
counties. The policy of discharging 
couvicts without giving them any 
means to reach their old homes has 
promoted crime in our midst. besides 
adding greatly to the expenses of our 
Superior Courts. Convicts fresh from 
the Penitentiary cannot obtain em- 
ployment, when this fact is known 
toour citizens. Labor ordinarily is 
vlentiful but every one is averse to 
employing a discharged criminal. 
The consequence is, when one of these 
‘‘birds’’ isUWischarged, he is necessa- 
rily forced to seek companionship 
amongst the most abandoned portion 
of our community, among whom he 
finds individuals whose first acquain- 
tance was formed in the State prison. 
The sympathy and fellow-feeling ex- 
isting between them induces fellow- 
ship, and banded together, and ena- 
ble or unwilling to work, they neces- 
sarily resort to theft for a livelihood. 
The two condemned felons,sentenced 
for burglary, now in our jail, were 
discharged convicts, and part ofa 
large gang operating in this section 
for some time past. It should be the 
policy of our law makers to prevent 
these parties banding together, and 
to this end, we heartily endorse the 
bill, introduced in the House on yes- 
terday by Mr. Gorman, of Wake, 
wbich authorizes the Penitentiary 
officials to require convicts, twelve 
months before the expiration of their 
sentence, to work one hour extra per 
day, three days in each week, for the 
purpose of creating a fund, not to ex- 
ceed $10, which shall be given them 
to defray their expenses to their old 
homes, or elsewhere, upon their dis- 
charge. Some such action, on the 
part of the prison authorities, is earn- 
estly and justly demanded by the 
people of this county.

THE DECISION OF JUDGE WATTs 
IN THE MATTER OF THE PUBLIC 
PRINTING.—The case of Brown vs. 
Turner was continued before Judge 
Watts at Chambers yesterday morn- 
ing, and was argued at some length.

Wm. M. Brown, plaintiff, vs. Josiah 
Turner, Jr., and W. H. Howerton, 
Secretary of State—Application for 
Mandamus and Injunction. 

The foregoing case was brought be- 
fore me at Chambers, after due and 
legal notice to the , defendants, 
on the 20th day of January, A. D. 
1874, under section 381 C. C. P., both 
parties being represented by counsel. 

The defendant, Howerton, answers 
the complaint but raises no issue of 
fact or law except by implication, 
based upon the opinion of the Attor- 
General. 

The defendant, Josiah Turner, Jr., 
demurred to the complaint and as- 
signs for cause, the following : 

1. Defect of parties plaintiff, ‘‘ for 
that the Attorney General should 
have brought action in the name of 
the people of the State. 

2. The complaint does not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause 
of action. 

1. For that Tod R. Caldwell had no 
right to appoint the plaintiff Public 
Printer, Binder and Contractor. 

2. For that the plaintiff has not 
been duly appointed Public and 
State Printer and Contractor. 

8. For that mandamus is not the 
appropriate remedy for the case made 
by the complaint. 

The Court is of the opinion that 
the first assigned cause of demurrer 
and the third sub-division of second 
ground of demurrer raises the same 
question of Jaw, as to whether the 
writs or proceedings in the nature of 
quo warranto or mandamus would be 
the proper remedy. 

It is the opinion of the Court that 
mandamus is the proper remedy, es- 
pecially as the Attorney General, as 
appears by the complaint; refused the 
use of his name to the Plaintiff in

committed, presenting the anomalous 
practice of a right without any rem- 
edy.

rer the Court overrules, because the

inder and Contractor, the whole 
and main question is raised, and is in 
fact the question here litigated, is the 

Public Printer an officer within the 

meaning of the Constitution, and if 

so, has the Governor of the State the 
right to appoint? 

After hearing all the arguments 
and an examination of law, and the 
recent decisions of theSupremeCourt, 
I am of the cpinion, that a public 
officer is he who does any act or 
series of acts for the government ; and 
that the distinction between a mere 
agentor place man, and a public offi- 
cer, isthat of an agent or contractor, 
who is bound by the _ specifica- 
tions, specifically set forth in the 
articles of agreement or contract ; and 
that an agent, under the goverment, 
or office, within the meaning of the 
law, is he whose duties are prescribed 
by law. Iam therefore of the opin- 
ion that the Public Printer of the 
State, is an officer, and overrule the 
cause of demurrer. 

As to the 2nd sub-division of 2nd 
cause of demurrer raising the ques- 
tion as to whether the plaintiff is 

roperly appointed to the office of 

ublic Printer,and properly inducted 
into office. 

Iam of the opinion that the Gov- 
ernor has the right under the con- 
stitution, to appoint all officers not 
otherwise provided for by law, to fill 
vacancies whenever they occur in 
such instances, and to fill by ap- 
pointment all offices created by law 
whenever a vacancy occurs. 

It is true that he is to nominate, 
and by and with the consent of the 
Senate the appointment is to be 
made, but the Supreme Court hath 
decided in the case of Howerton 
against Tate, 68 North Carolina re- 
ports, that whenever the Legislature 
assumes the right to appoint in der- 
rogation of the powers and rights of 
the Executive, that the Executive 
need not, and is not compelled to 
send his nominations to the Senate 
for confirmation, for these and other 
reasons, I overrule the assigned cause 
of demurrer,and hold that he is prop- 
erly inducted into the office and 
grant judgment in favor of the 
plaintiff according to the prayer of 
complaint.

Already has our sister 
State of Virginia, nowon the high 
road of progressive improvement, set 
usa noble example in introducing 
into her midst a large number of im- 
migrants, of the right sort, principal- 
ly from England—laborers, mechan- 
ics, and educated persons, who, we 
are informed, after a residence of one 
and two years, are thus far well 
pleased with their prospects and 
newly homes. Much of this 
successful beginning has been accom- 
plished by sending abroad a few ac- 
tive agents to spread before the dense 
masses of Europe a fair, and correct 
knowledge of the surpassing advan- 
tages of the South—its temperate 
climate, its fine farming lands, its un- 
excelled water powers,its rich mineral 
treasures, and other diversified re- 
sources. These are realities pertain- 
ing to the greater portion of the 
Southern States—gifts of Providence 
which greet the eye and cheer the 
heart of every intelligent observer.

The Best Methods of Counteracting 
Modern Infidelity.—By 'THEODORE 
CHRISTLIEB. HARPER & BROTHERS, 
1874. 

This little work, very handsomely 
printed.and bound, contains one of 
the most valuable and striking papers 
that were read before the Evangeli- 
eal Alliance that met in New York. 
Dr. CHRISTLIEB is Professor of The- 
ology and the University Preacher 
at Bonn, Prussia, and is regarded in 
Europe as one of the ablest and most 
learned divines. He was unknown 
in this country before his late visit, 
but the impression he made was of 
the most marked character. The 
HARPER’S have done an excellent 
thing in publishing his very able 
paper, as it cannot fail to do good 
among the ministry and alt thinking 
laymen. It discusses the various 
phases of modern infidelity, though 
of course his survey is necessarily 
rapid. He considers three 
“schools” into which he divides the 
champions of infidelity, viz: anti- 
christain philosophy, historical criti- 
cism, and natural science, and points 


it, to counteract their evil influences 
and tendencies. 

Dr. CHRISTLIEB has a good name 
for a theologian and divine. His 
given name means ‘‘gift of God,” and 
his surname, ‘ Christ-lover.’’ We 
received the above copies through the 
kindness of our friends Messrs. FE.

We note with unfeigned pleasure 
and pride every evidence of the 
growth and prosperity of our sister 
city, and were, therefore, pleased by 
the extracts given below from the re- 
port of the Hon. R. R. Brripaers, 
President of the Wilmington & Wel- 
don and the Wilmington, Columbia 
& Augusta Railroads, and for which 
we are indebted to our contemporary 
of the Journal.

Phosphoric and Nitric acids, 
it contains a considerable quantity of water ‘about 20 per cent.), and when dried isa paler 
brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discov: red in the same, indicate that it is the resu't of the decay of bats mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24% per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per ceut. wa found. All the nitrogen — would be equivalent 
to about 34% per -ent, of ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guano§ about 12/4 per 
cent., equal to 27 3 per cent. of bone pho phate. A considerable quantity of the pe 
phorie acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospaate of lime, which, being 
slightly soli ble in water, renders the Guan » as quick in its action as a corresponding 
quantity ef superphosphate would do.
